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Plano Gets 
Tax Rebate 


For $18,919 


A check for $18,919.53 was recently 
deposited into the City of Plano 
treasury as repayment of the one- 
percent city sales tax rebated from 
the State Comptroller’s Office. 
As usual, Plano’s check was almost 
twice as much as the next largest 
check mailed to a county town, and 
represented over half of the total 
amount rebated to all county towns. 
The current rebate represents 
monies collected by Plano merchants 
during January, with four percent of 
the five-percent sales tax going into 
state cofers. Plano’s rebate check, 
then, indicates that taxable retail 
sales in the city amounted to almost 
$1.9 million, or more than $2.6 million 


in total retail sales 
Only eight county towns received 
rebate checks for January—the others 
accounting for less than $500 each in 
rebatable tax revenues. In instances 
where a city’s rebate is less than $500, 
the Comptroller’s Office retains the 
funds, then rebates them at the end of 
each fiscal quarter. 
Total funds rebated to county towns 
for January were $36,911.38, with 
Allen 
receiving $1725.64; 
F ar­ 
mersville getting $1446.16; 
Frisco 
receiving $1253.77, and McKinney 
getting $9680.91. Other county town 
rebates included $1471.32 to Prin­ 
ceton, $1861.17 to Renner, and $552.88 
to Wylie.

384 Banks 
In Trouble

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
number of banks with problems 
swelled to 384 this week despite im­ 
proving economic conditions, the 
chairman of the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation said today. 
FDIC Chairman Robert Barnett 
said 115 of them are in the two most 
serious categories. 
Although Barnett, in testimony 
prepared for the Senate Banking 
Committee, gave no breakdown, the 
FDIC annual report listed 24 banks in 
extremely dangerous condition and 91 
in the next worst category. 
Based on experience since 1973 
outlined in the annual report, eight of 
the banks will fail and three others 
will be forced into mergers with 
stronger institutions. 
FDIC is one of three federal 
agencies that regulate the national 
banking system. Officials of the other 
two, the Federal Reserve System and 
the Comptroller of Currency, testified 
Thursday. 
“With all 
that 
bad news as 
background,” Barnett said, “we can 
look at more recent developments 
with some optimism.” 
He said there have been no bank 
failures in 1977 compared with four at 
this time last year. The number of 
seriously troubled banks has dropped 
from a peak of 128 last spring to 115, 
on information complete through 
Tuesday.

One firm is ready to market a 
saccharin substitute and another is 
reassuring customers that a sac­ 
charin ban will affect few diet foods. 
The Food and Drug Administration 
is considering a saccharin ban 
because of Canadian research linking 
high dosages of the sugar substitute to 
cancer in laboratory animals.

research, including consumer testing, 
has been completed on a saccharin 
substitute for use in the artificial 
sweetener Sugar Twin. 
Doyle said FDA approval won’t be 
required prior to sale because at­ 
torneys believe the new formula is 
similar to another compound on the 
FDA’s “Generally Regarded As Safe” 
list.

Each referral is contacted to 
determine if the student is 
handicapped, is between 3 
and 21 and is not being 
served in any way at the 
time of referral. 
Students meeting CHILD 
FIND guidelines are then 
tested by Plan A special 
education staff and parents 
are counseled as to the 
services available. 
Some of the students may 
be served in the regular 
school program with the 
assistance of the Plan A 


resource teachers. Others 
may need special services 
available in the cooperative 
centers Plano operates with 
the Garland, Richardson and 
Carrollton-Farm ers Branch 
schools.

Since this is almost past 
the time to prune roses, here 
is some good advice from 
Neil 
Sperry, 
extension 
horticulturist, on how to do 
the job correctly 
Probably no other aspect 
of rose growing has aroused 
as many questions as has the 
subject of when and how to 
prune bush roses. But the 
pruning of bush roses is not 
difficult. By following a few 
simple rules, you can im­ 
prove th eir appearance, 
vigor, and control the quality 
and q uantity of flow ers 
produced 
Hybrid tea, grandiflora. 
and floribunda bush roses 
should be pruned toward the 
end of the dormant season, 
when buds along the canes 
begin to swell. However, if 
the pruning is done too early. 


the new 
growth can 
be 
nipped by a late frost. 
Usually thirty days before 
the last average killing frost. 
The 
“how” 
of 
pruning 
bush roses dates back to the 
19th cen tu ry when rose 
growers began to severely 
prune their plants in order to 
produce larger blooms for 
show entries which were 
invariably award winners. 
U n f o r t u n a t e l y , 
p l a n t 
longevity was of secondary 
im portance 
to 
these 
exhibitors. 
But not so today Annual 
pruning to remove dead, 
damaged or diseased wood, 
to promote a symm etrical 
bush and to encourage new 
growth and lovelier blooms 
is an excellent idea 
When pruning, leave about 
five vigorous canes. 18-24

Energy Savers 


The biggest energy saver 
for your home is growing in 
your backyard 
A landscape horticulturist 
for the Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service points out 
that trees, shrubs and vines 
can cut the cost of cooling 
and heating your home. 
“With the correct plants 
and the proper placing, trees 
and o th er greenery can 
becom e protecto rs from 
wind, heat and cold,” says 
Everett Janne 
Plants can also collect the 
dust that might otherwise 
end up on your coffee table 
and can reduce the noise 
level In addition to doing all 
these things, the plants 
provide their natural beauty. 
“ A row of evergreen trees 
or shrubs placed a short 
distance from a wall creates 
a dead air space,” explains 
Janne. “ This space provides 
for w arm er air in the winter 
months since the air is not 
moving. Less heat escapes 
through the walls of your 
home and reduces heating 
costs " 
These plants also serve as 
a storm wind barrier, and if

If the ruts are 
relatively narrow, perhaps 
caused by car tires, you can 
fill them up level now and 
your grass will soon cover 
them over come spring. For 
wide, 
deep 
expanses, 
though, better either add 
only a half inch at a time and 
let 
the grass 
grow 
up 
through it or else just dig and 
replant the grass on top of 
the fill 
Dear Doc: Our Japanese 
ligustrums have lost half or 
more of their leaves. We use 
them for privacy and don’t 
want to lose them. What can 
we do - we see no insects, 
just brown leaves the last 
month or so. 
Freeze damage, I’m sure. 
Really you have little to 
worry about. Keep the plants 
well watered and fed later 
this spring 
and 
they ll 
rebound quickly. 
Dear Doc: Kvery year we 
have trouble 
getting our 
radishes, carrots and beets 
to make any growth un­ 
derground. Lots of leaves, 
but no roots worth pulling. 
Why? 
Several possible causes: 
plants too crowded, not 
adequately thinned; 
too 
much shade; 
too much 
nitrogen 
and not 
enough 
phosphorus; 
poor soil or 
poor drainage. 
Dear Doc: When should we 
dethatch our St. Augustine 
Lawn? 
In early March, if it’s 
necessary. Remember that 
all of St. Augustine’s runners 
are above ground (contrary 
to bermuda) 
and dethat­ 
ching 
equipment 
can 
damage the grass if set too 
low. 
Dear Doc: We need plants 
in an entryway at our office, 
yet ifs really dark when the 
lights are turned off al night 
and on weekends. What 
plants would be best? 
Aglaonemas, 
philoden­ 
drons, dracaenas, pony tail, 
dieffenbachia, 
spathyph- 
yllum and sansevierias are 
all excellent. Check with 
your nurseryman if you’re 
not familiar with any of 
them. 
Also, 
you 
might 
consider auxiliary lighting 
that could be turned on 
automatically at odd hours. 
Dear 
Doc: 
We 
have 
trouble getting our lettuce to 
develop heads. What can we 
do? 
Head lettuce varieties 
aren’t recommended in this 
part of the state: too hot too 
soon. Leaf varieties such as 
black 
seeded 
Simpson, 
buttercrunch, ruby, Oakleaf, 
salad bowl and summer bibb 
are quicker and easier. 
Plant now! 
Dear Doc: Is there any 
way to kill bamboo that's 
outgrown its bounds? It's 
coming up all through our 
yard. 
It will be tough, so you’s 
best be prepared. Bamboo 
has thick, durable root 
systems, so above-ground 
spraying may not be ef­ 
fective. Chemicals, too, may 
damage your turf grass. You 
might consider trenching 
alongside 
the 
bamboo 
planting, then putting in a 24- 
30 inch deep barricade of 
galvanized metal or con­ 
crete. You could hand dig or 
spot-spray the remaining 
rootsprouts. 
Dear Doc- We’ve just 
gotten into the greenhouse 
business in a small way, 
growing bedding plants. 
How

DEAR POLLY — We have new wall-to-wall carpeting 
that is mainly nylon and. since the weather is colder and 
the heat on, there is a terrible problem with static Is 
there anything that can be done to relieve this problem? 
- KATHY 
DEAR KATHY — Some carpet authorities suggest the 
addition of moisture to the air which might be done by 
keeping radiator water pans filled or placing water- 
filled containers around the room — near the beating 
outlet if possible. If this fails there is an anti-static 
agent that may be procured at a carpet dealer. But do be 
sure to get one that does not promote soiling. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the manufacturers 
of sofas who put the zippers on the backs of reversible 
cushions If the zippers were on the sides of the cushions, the 
furniture would look good longer. 
MRS. J B H. 
DEAR POLLY — I have found a way to fix those new 
neckline zippers that curl at the bottom and scratch one’sback 
all day. Take a small piece of iron-on tape and press the zipper 
flat with the tape across it and have no more scratches 
Remember to use a pressing cloth as the shirts are likely to 
scorch or burn if the iron is on high setting. I use tape from a 
sheet repair kit as it is lightweight — KATHLEEN. 
DEAR POLLY — The following has saved a lot of cookies 
for me. When cookies have hardened I fold a paper towel in 
fourths, wet it, squeeze out excess, and put this on top of the 
cookies in the cookie jar. Put the cover on tight and then 
repeat the next day if cookies are not soft enough — MRS

DEAR MRS. J.H. — Your method is somewhat like the one I 
have used for many years and was sent in by a reader. I fill an 
aluminum tea ball with wet cotton and drop into the cookie 
jar. When cotton dries I wet it again. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — Years ago an antiques dealer in Connec­ 
ticut told me how to remove white spots from furniture Rub a 
few drops of oil (cooking or olive oil will do) with a fine steel 
wool pad on the spot but always rub with the grain of the wood. 
The spot should disappear immediately and has for me every 
time I have had one. — K I P. 
DEAR POLLY — When the cover for a seven-inch record 
gets tom or lost I simply put the record in a plastic zip lock 
bag (sm all one, of course) and zip it up The name of the 
record can be easily seen and the record is protected from 
dust and scratches. — CINDY.

Ron Kmieck dumped his 
few belongings into an aging 
pickup truck, packed up his 
wife and 2-year-old son and 
headed down the dusty dirt 
road 
A two-year experiment in 
country living in the prairie 
of northern North Dakota 
was 
over. 
Kmieck. 
disillusioned, was heading 
back to the city. 
Two straight years of 
drought 
had 
broken 
Kmieck’s spirit — and his 
bank account. Like a lot of 
other young would-be far­ 
mers. Kmieck had learned 
there s more to farming than 
fresh air and honest hard 
work. 
Two years of drought have 
put a lot of farmers in dire 
financial straits and have 
driven hundreds — mostly 
young farmers — off their 
iand. 
“Almost everybody's been 
hurt, but its the young ones 
that feel it the most,” said 
Red Hardesty, a farmer who 
dabbles in real estate in the 
Fargo. N.D area “They put 
everything they had into 
making a new life in the 
country. When the drought 
came they had nothing to fall 
back on and they lost what 
little they had.” 
Drought has cut into crop 
production in much of the 
Midwest during the past two 
years, 
stretching 
from 
western Illinois to Iowa. 
Nebraska and the Dakotas 
and into Minnesota and 
Wisconsin. 
Kmieck 
had 
invested 
$15.(HK) in a small farm north 
of Fargo, which he operated 
with 
“whatever hand-me- 
down equipment I could keep 
running ” But two years of 
shriveled corn, wheat and 
soybeans left him unable to 
pay the bills 
“I like the country. I like 
farming. I guess it just didn t 
like me.” he said. 
So. Kmieck headed back to 
Chicago, where he spent 
most of his life, to find a job 
in industry. 
Jim Judson, a one-time 
law student who left school 
to seek a new life in rural 
America, found himself in a 
similar plight. He spent a 
year farming leased land in 
usually fertile northwestern 
Illinois near Galena, on the 
banks of the 
Mississippi 
River 
But Galena, too. is in the 
throes of a two-year drought. 
Judson returned to law 
school in January 
“Maybe I can be a country 
lawyer.” he said. “It’s a sure 
thing I’m no farmer.” 
Some of the old hands also 
are feeling the pinch. 
Albert Piescowicz has 
spent about IO years farming 
in the Beloit area of southern 
Wisconsin. 
“ I’ve never seen two 
worse years than these last 
two.” he laments. “I’ve got a 
lot of money tied up in land 
and equipment and I’m in 
hock up to my eyeballs. If 
things don’t get better this 
year I don’t know what I’m 
going to do. I might have to 
get out.” 
But things aren't looking 
up 
The prospect for many 
Midwest farmers is another 
year of drought in 1977, and 
for some, that will be the 
end. 
Wisconsin Gov. Patrick J. 
Lucey told an 
aide to 
President Carter that even if 
the state gets its normal 
spring 
rainfall, 
its 
agricultural losses this year 
could total $1.5 billion. He 
said if 1977 crop losses equal 
or top those of 1976, the 
agribusiness loss will fall 
somewhere between $2.5 
billion and $3 billion for 
Wisconsin alone.
